THE Chinese are protesting by 
their attorneys against the passage 
of the Morrow bill requiring them 
to take certificates from the census 
enumerators which shall be the 
sole evidence of their right to re- 
main in the country. One of the 
arguments of their counsel is that 
the bill will not satisfy those inter- 
ested in anti-Chinese legislation. 
In direct proof of this , the 
attention of the Senate has 
been called to the Bingham ordi- 
nance for the removal of San Fran- 
cisco’s Chinatown. 

The Examiner says: “We have 
no. hesitation in admitting that 
unless the Morrow bill proves ef- 


fective we shall not be satisfied 


with it. What we want is to keep 
out the Chinese. Any law that 
accomplishes that result will suit 
us; anything that falls short of it 
will have to be amended. We are 
not especially enamored of any 
particular bill. We are not con- 


cerned with means, but with ends. |: 


If the guileless strangers for whom 
Attorney Foster pleads had obcyed 
the original Restriction Act of 1882 
we should have been entirely satis- 
fied with that, and should never 
have asked a single amendment. 
All we have done since has been to 
try to stop up the holes in the law 
as fast as the Chinese could gnaw 
them. 


“Congress may be becoming} 


tired of anti-Chinese legislation. 
If so all it has to do is to leave such 
matters to the Pacific Coast dele- 
gation. It has already indorsed 
the principle, and all we,ask is such 
treatment of details as experience 
shows to be necessary to carry out 
the established policy of the Gov- 
~ernment. Let the members from 
this Coast do all the drudgery of 
drawing up the necessary bills and 
their passage need not occupy the 
time of Congress for two minutes.”

Pool-selling on the 
grounds of the race course or trials 
of speed on Agricultural Fair 
grounds are excepted, being a com- 
promise to secure the abatement 
of the chief evil of pool-rooms, || 
where there is a never-ending 
round of gambling.

"POVERTY AND RICHES. 


Rev. Me J. Savage on ‘tne Proper | 
| Use of Money. 


Humanity Is Better Served -by Private 
Ownership of Wealth Than [t Would 
Be by a Public Treasury—Gen- 
uine Philanthropy. 


At the Church of the Unity, Boston, 
| Mass., Rev. M. J. Savage preached re- 
cently upon the subject of ‘‘Wealth and 
Poverty.” He began, says the Herald, 
by examining various popular defini- 
tions of wealth, pointed out their deficien- 
cies, and then proceeded to say that 
wealth is simply the accumulation of 
objects of human desire, for the measure 
of value was nothing else than the fact 
that the thing possessed and that was 
looked upon as having value. was some- 
thing which a great many people de- 
sired. And if they analyzed that desire 
they would find it only a modification of 
the fundamental fact of hunger, and this 
} was true from the lowest physical hunger 
to the highest spiritual aspiration. Is 
wealth, then, asked Mr. Savage, a desir- 
able thing? Would it be better if there 
were norich and no poor? It seems to me 
most certainly not. For wealth—some 
uccumulated value beyond that which is 
needed for the immedia‘e necessities of 
the community—is the \. ry condition 
of higher growth. Picture to your- 
selves a world in which every 
man, woman ‘and child has shel- 
ter, food, clothing—in which there 
is no eare for the morrow— 
would this be a desirable condition for 
the world? So far, yes. But if there 


| was only enough in the world to give 
| shelter, food and clothing, we might be 


well-fed animals, without care, for a 
thousand centuries, but.we could be 
nothing else. If there are to be higher 
hungers, and if men are to grow to be > 
something more than animals, 
there must be, in the hands of somé 
one and somewhere, food for supplying 
these po Re hungers. If men are to 
think,: to study, to travel, to exchange 
ideas, have social intercourse with each 
other, and be free from the grinding 


doing all these things. 

The question now comes, when wealth 
has been accumulated, who shall own 
and control it?» Before wecan answer 
this question we must decide the ques- 
tion, who has produced it. A man who 
stands alone can never be rich, and this 
even if we live ima civilized com-, 
munity. The essential feature of 
riches is the matter of exchange, the 
public use of these accumulations. 
Who owns wealth, then? ‘The rich man 
and humanity,. not the rich man alone. 

Mr. Savage then took’ up'the question 
of poverty. Defining the only poverty 
really injurious to man as that which 
took away from him the means of growth 
—prevented* him from becoming what 
5 is capable of becoming—the preacher 

ered the various ~be in which

we. nad wo mucn, legisiative action, 
and too little “individual initiative. 
Vice brought poverty; and there were 
thousands of people in the world

If I had thou- 
sands of millidns of dollars I would de- 
vote it to uses While I lived, rather 
than leavé it to be wrangled over in the. 
courts after mydeath. It seems to me 
that I should take a delight in helping 
the world. I can see mef and women. 
who are capable of doing work of public 
importance, | yet who are hampered and 
tied down to the necessity of simply 
filling their stommachs. 
to relieve these from themecessity of 
earning their daily’bread. Such'a use 
of riches, which I only’ throw out asa 
suggestion, seems a much grander way 
of dealing with riches than that.of hold- 
ing them until. the white fingers of 
death come to take themaway. Why 
not take joy in doing the work well 
while you can see it done and can ob- 
serve the results? And if the poor 
could only see the rich recognizing 
these principles and animated by these 
motives, enmity would disappear, the 
world would flow together in love, and 
the kingdom of God would be yery nigh.

LONDON BOOKSELLERS. 


They Are Not as Enterprising as Their 
American Competitors. 

Nearly every book-dealer in London 
is a publisher. Consequently, if you 
seek a particular book it is hard-to pro- 
cure it at once unless you: know ,the 
name and location of the publishing 
house. There are certain dealers—no- 
tably Hatchard, in Piccadilly—who will 
get any book that is in print and can be 
got; but, writes Eugene Field in the 
Chicago News, they require time. Go 
into any shop and. ask for. an.;item and 
the chances are.nine to one that the an- 
gwer will be: ‘“‘Ne, we haven’t-it, but we 
can get it for you,” 

In every little nine-by-four shop you 
hear talk about “eur .factory.”,; ‘“We 
shalihave to send down to our factory” 
for this article or that. This sort of 
thing makes even strong men very 
weary. 

After inquiring in vain at half a dozen 
shops for a copy of James Whitcomb 
Riley’s poems I made the long journey 
to‘Paternoster Row and applied for the 
book at Longman’s, the publisher. 1 
was referred to a dealer in St. Paul’s 
Churchyard. Thither I proceeded. They 
were ail out of the book, but could get 
meone. ‘‘How.soon can you get it?” I 
asked. ‘‘In a week or ten days,”. they 
said. ‘‘Where do you have togo for it?” 
I asked. ‘*To the publisher’s,”. they: 
answered. ‘‘My friends,” said I. -.“*I 
have traveled four miles for that book 
and I-am going to camp here till I .get 
it, The publisher’s is only one ute’s 


book!” 

Very few of the second-hand book-shop 
keepers know what they have in stock.

AN ARIZONA WONDER. 


United States. 

’ Natural Bridge, on Pine Creek, in the 
northern part of Gila County, is one of 
the greatest natural curiosities in the 
United States, equaling if not surpass- 
ing the Natural Bridge of Virginia. 
It spans the creek at a height of about 
200 feet, and the walls of the canyon 
rise above it on either side T00 or 800 
feet; and on one side form a perpen- 
dicular precipice. 


great arch, which is some 250 feet 
across, is worn by the water as smooth 
as though chiseled by the skillful hand 
of a stone-mason. The arch on top is 
nearly, if not quite, 400 féet in “width, 
1,000 feet in length across the canyon, 
and at the thinnest part only six feet 
through. About the center of the arch 
is a hole large enough to admit the 
body of a man, and though which one 
can look down into the crystal pool of 
water 200 feet below. 

Tha dike which forms the bridge ex- 
teuds in a sweeping curve up the fright 


the bridge proper, affords a surface area 
of about’ 100 acres of fertile land, 
which David Gowan has converted- into 
a fine farm. A spring .issues from the 
right side of the canyon at a height 
to admit of the water being easily con- 
ducted to any portion of the farm, and 
the yolume is great enough to fill a 


and to irrigate much more land than is 
available for civilization. “The climate 
at the bridge is exceedingly equable, 
being: warmer in summer and much 
milder in winter than that. of the sur- 
rounding country, and to this fact is 
ascribed the wonderful variety of vege- 
table growth, numbering some 250 
species of trées, shrubs, vines and 
plants. The vicinity abound; in_nu- 


moisture percolates through the calcare- 
ous rock’ beautiful stalactites are 
formed. Underneath the bridge are 
numerous caves, some of which have 
never been explored and whieh are 
lined with those opaque cones resem- 
bling huge icicles.—Boston Transcript.
